Big Airliner 
Torn Apart 
In California 


Craft Shattered Into 
Scrap Metal When It 
Falls Near Oakland 


OAKLAND, Calif, Aug. 24 I* 


Forty-eight persons were killed to- 
day as a four-engine airliner was 
shattered into scrap metal as it 
crashed in a range of low hills 
near here. 


It was the United Airlines flight 


815 out of Boston, flying nonstop 
from Chicago. 


It carried 42 passengers and six 


erew members. 


Fire Chief Roland Bendel of De- 


eoto, near where the crash oc- 
curred, said the big ship exploded 
as it fell into a pasture atop a 
hiU. near the handsome red brick 
Masonic Home on the Oakland- 
San Jose Highway. 


Parts were scattered over two 


seres, Bendel said. Most of the 
bodies and the debris piled up in 
• 200-foot ravine dipping down from 
the hill. 


The plane was to have landed 


nt Oakland airport at 5:35 a.m. 


Bendel said it crashed at 5:30 
• .m. Three minutes before that 
the pilot had talked with the con- 
trol tower at the airport. He men- 
tioned no difficulty. 


The San Francisco Weather Bur- 


eau commented that the "weather 
was not the cause of the crash, but 
it may have been a contributing 
f 


factor". The bureau said the cloudj 
ceiling over the scene was between 
1,100 and 1.500 feet and the visi- 
bility six miles.

Pottery Industry union and man- 


agement conferees signed a new 
two-year agreement early today in 
New York City that grant* workers 
a 3 per cent wage increase, provid- 
ed the federal government will al- 
low manufacturers to raise prices 
enough to cover the extra payroll 
expense.

tion, but in no event will it go Into 
effect before Oct. 1. 


"This is to become effective only 


after approval of the OPS of a 
price Increase to the dinnerware 
industry which will cover the cost 
of the wage increase," he said.
